monly coole and bringeth faire weather with it, From the 
North is the greateſt cold; and from the Eaſt and South- 
Eaſt as from the Barmaaas, fogs and raines. 

Some times there are great droughts other times much 
—_—_ great neceflity ofneither , by reafon we ſee not 
but thar/all the variety of ncedfull fruits in £ urope may be 
therein great plenty by the induſtry of men, as appeareth 
by thoſe we there planted. 

There is but one entraunce by ſea into this country and 
that is at the mouth of a very goodly Bay the widenefle 
whereof is neare 1 8.or 20.,miles . The cape on the South- 
fide.is called Cape Henry in honour of our moſt noble

worthy Duke of Yorke. Within is a country that may haue 
theprerogatiue over the moſt pleaſant places of Europe, A 
fia, Africa,or eAmerica,tor large and pleafant navigable 
rivers, heaven & earth never agreed better to frame a place 
for mans habitation being of our conſtitutions,wereit ful- 
ly manured and inhabited by induſtrious people. here are 
mountaines, hils,plaines,valleyes,rivers and brookes, all 
running molt pleaſantly into a faire Bay copaſled but for 
the mouth with fruitfull and delightſome land, In the Bay 
and rivers are many If{les both great and ſmall, ſome woo- 
dy, ſome plaine,moſt of them low and not inhabited. This

- Themountaines are of diverle natures tor at the head of The moitainei» 
the Bay the rockes are'of a compolitidn like milnſtones, 
Some of marble,&c.And many peeces of chrittall we foiid 
as throwne downe by water from the mountaines , Forin 
winter theſe mountaines are.covered with much tnow, 8 
when it diflolverh the waters fall with ſuch violence, thar 
it cauſeth great inundations inthe narrow valleyes which 
yetis ſcarce perceived being once in the rivers, Theſe wa- 
ters waſh from the rocks ſuch gliſtering tinures that the 
ground in ſome places ſeemeth as guilded, where both the 
rocks and the earth are ſo ſplendent to behold, that better 
2dgements then ours might haue beene perſwaded, hey con- 
tained more then probabilities . The velture,of the.carth in 
moſt places doeth manifeſtly proue the nature of the ſoile 
ro be luſty and very rich, The coulor ofthe earth we found Thefoils 

in diverſeplaces,reſembleth bole Armoniac, terra ſigillata 

ad ]emnia,Fullers carth-marle and divers other ſuch appea- 
rafces, But generally for the molt part the earth is ablack 
ſandy mould,in ſomeplaces a fat {limy clay, in other pla- 
ces a very barren gravelli, But the beſt ground is knowne 
by the veſture it beareth,as by the greatneſle of trees or a= 
bundance of weedes,&c. 

The country is:not mountanous nor yet low but ſuch -y, vhs, 
pleaſant plaine hils & fertle valleyes, one prettily crofling | 
an other, andwatered ſo conveniently with their ſweete 
brookes and chriſtall ſprings, as if artit ſelfe had-devited 
them , By the rivers are many plaine mariſhes containin g Plaines,

Thence in the running downeward , the river is enriched 
with many goodly brookes , whichare maintained by an 
infinit number of {mal rundles and pleaſant ſprings that di 
ſperſe them(clues for beſt ſervice, as doe theyaines ofa 
mans body.From the South there fals into this river. Firſt 
the pleaſant river of Apamatuck.next more tothe Eaſt are 
the two rivers of Q#iyoughcohanocke, A little farther is a 
Bay wherein falleth 3 or 4 prettie brookes & creekes that 
halfe.intrench the Inhabitants of Warraskoyac then the ri- 
ver of Nandſamund, and laſtly the brooke of Chiſapeach, 
From the North fide is the river of Chickahamania , the 
backe river of /ames Towne; another by the Cedar 1ſle, 
where welived 10 weekes ypon oifters,then a convenient 
harbour for fiſher boats or {mal boats at Keconghtan, that 
ſo conveniently turneth it ſelfe into Bayes and Creeks that 
makethat place very pleafantto inhabit, their cornefields 
being:girded thereinzin a manner as Peninſulars.

Of fuch things whichare naturall in Virginia 
and how they vſe them, 
Uirginia doth afford many excellent vegitables andli- 
hy there is iz. Bing Creatures, yet grafſe there is little or none, bur what 
uegraſe, growethin lowe Mariſhes : for all the Countrey is over 
growne with trees, whoſe droppings continually turneth 
their grafſe to weedes., by reaton of the ranck nefle of the 
ome which would ſoone be amended by good husbH- 
Woods with y.The wood that,is inoſt common is Oke and Walnut, 
their fruits, many of their Okes are ſo tall and fraight, thar they will 
beare two foote and a halfe ſquare of good timber fr 20 
yards long;Of this wood there is 2 or;3 ſeuerall kinds.The 
Acornes of one kind, whole barke is more white, then the 
other,is ſomewhat ſweetiſh , which being boyled haltfe a 
day in.ſe yerall waters,at laſt afford a ſweete oyle , which 
they keep in goards to annoint their heads and ioints. The 
fruit they cate made in bread or otherwiſe. There is alſo.

In ſome parts were found ſome Cheſnuts whoſe wild fruit 
equalizc the belt in France, Spaine, Germany,or Italy,to 
their talts that had taſted them all, Plumbs'there are of 
ſorts. The red and white are like our hedge plumbs,but the 
other which they call Putchamins, grow as high as a Pal- 
weta:the fruitis like a medler;itis fir{t greene then yellow, 
and red when it is ripe;ifit benor ripe it will drawe a mans 
mouth awrie, with much torment, but when it is ripe , it 1s 
as delicious as an Apricock.

Belides thole fruit trees, there is awhite popwler , and ano- 
ther tree like vntoir, that yeeldetha very cleere and an 0- 
dotiterous Grmme like Turpentine , which ſome called Bal- 
ſom.. There are alſo Cedars aud Saxafras-trees. They alſo 
yeeld gummes in a ſmall proportion: of themſclues, Wee 
tryed concluſions to extract it out of the wood, but nature 
afforded more then our arts, 

In the watry valleyes groweth. a berry which 'they call 
Oconghtanamnr.yvery much like ynto Capers, Thele they 
dry in fommer, When they will eat them they. boile them 
neare halfe a day; for otherwiſe they differ not much from 
poylon. Mattowme groweth as our bents do in meddows.

hunting andfowling vp towards the mauntaines , by the 
heads of theirriuers,where there is plentie of game, For 
betwixt the rivers the-grounds are ſo narrowe , that little 
commeth there which they deyoute not. It is a marvel they 
can ſo direQtlypaſſetheſe deſerts, ſome 3 or 4 daies iour- 
ney without habitation. Their hunting houles are like vn- 
'ro Arbours coucxed with mats. Theſe their women bcare 
after them, with Corne, Acornes,Morrters, and all bag and 
baggage they vie. Whe they come to the place of exerciſe, 
euery man doth his beſt ro ſhew his dexteritie,for by their 
excelling inthoſe quallities, they gettheir wiues, Forty 
yards will they ſhoot leuell, or very neare the mark , and 
1201s their beſt at Random. Ay irhuntings m the de- 
{crts they are commonly 2 or 390 together. Hauing found 
the Deare,they enuiron them with many fires,and betwixt 
the fires they place themſelues. And ſome take their ftands 
in the midi, The Deare being thus feared bythe fires and

branches,and boughs , with ſuch violence that they rent 
the, body,and made wreathes for their heads, or bedecked 
their haire with the leaves, What elſe was done with the 
childron,was nonſcene, bar-they were all caſt on a heape, 
in a valley as dead, where they made a great feaſt for al-the 
company.The Ferowanre being demanded themeaning-of 
this Cnlied cntonad that the-children were not al dead,

ſonacock, Some countries he hath which hane been his an» 
ceſtors,and came vnto him by inheritance, as the countrie 
called Powhatan, eArrohateck, eAppamaiuke, Pamauuke, 
Youghtarud,and eMattapanient, All the reſt of his Terri. 
_ © rtoriesexpreſſed'in the Map,they reporthaue beene his {e- 
. verall conqueſts. In all his ancient inheritances, hee hath 
houles built after their manner like arbours ,fome 30 ſome 
40 yardes long,andat euery houſe proviſion for his enter- 
tainement according tothe time. At Werowcomoco, he was 
ſcated ypon the Northſide of the riuer Pamavwke,ſome 14; 
miles from ſames Towne, where for the moſt part,hee was.

his age neare 60;of a very. able and hardy body to endure 
any labour. About his perſon ord inarily attendeth a guard 


of 40 or 5o ofthe talleſt men his Country doth afford. E-'H# attendance 


very night vpon the 4 quarters of his houſe are 4 Sentinels 
cach {tanding from other a flight ſhoot,and art euery halfe 
houre one from the Corps du guard doth hollowe , vnto 
whome every Sentinell doth anſwer round from his ftand; 
if any faile, they preſently ſend forth an officer that beaterth 
him extrcamely. | 

A mile from Orapakes in athicket of wood hee hath a 


houſe in which he keepeth his kind of Treaſure,as skinnes, y; treafuriz. 


copper,pearle,and beades, which he Rtoreth vP againſt the 
time ofhis death and buriall. Here alfo is his tore ofred 
paint for ointment,and bowes and arrowes. This houſe is 
coor6o yards in length, frequented only by Prieftes, At 
the 4 corners of this houſeſtand 4 Images as Sentinels,one 
ofa Dragon,another a Beare,the 3 like a Leopard,and the 
fourth like a gianthke man,all made euillfauordly, accor- 


ding to their belt workmanſhip. 


He hath as many women as he will, whereof when hee yi wine, 


lieth on his bed,one fitteth at his head, and another at his 
feet, but when he fitreth, one ſitteth on his righthand and 
anothcr on his left, As heis wearie ofhis women, hee be.

habitations, and limits,to fiſh, fewle, or hunt.in, but they 
holdalloftheir greatiFeromances Powhatan, vnto whome 
they pay tribute of skinnes,beades,copper,pearle, deare, 
urkics mildbeaſis and corne, What he commandeth the 
darenot diſobey in the leaſtthing. It is ſtrange to ſec with 
what greatfeare and adoration. aJl theſe-people doe obay. 
this Pawhatay,For at his feet they. preſent whatſoever hee 
commandeth,, and at the leaſt frawne ofhis browe,their 
greate(t ſpirits will tremble with feare:and no maruell, for 
he is yery terrible and tyrannous in puniſhing ſuchas of< 
fend him.For example hee cauſed certaine malefators to 
be bound handand: foot, then hauing af many fires gathe- 
xed great ſtore of burning ales, they rake theſe-coles rotid 
in the forme of a cockpit, and in the mid{i they caſt the of» 
fendersto broyle:to death. Somtimes. he cauſerh the heads

In the yeare r608, hee ſurpriſed the people of Payanka- 


rank his neare neighbours and ſubie&ts, The occaſion was 
to vs vnknowne, but the manner was thus, Firſt he ſent di- 
verſe ofhis men asto lodge among them rhat night;then 
the Ambuſcadoes inuironed al their houſes, &at £ 
Aran allfell to the ſpoile, 24 men they ſlewe,the-

All theſe they preſent to Powhatan. The Werowance, wome 
and.children became his priſoners, & doe him ſervice.

' Some other there were that had yearely ſtipends to pals 
to and againe for tranſportation: who to keepe the mylte- 
ry of the buſineſle in themſelues , though they had neither 
time nor meanes to knowe much of themſelues;yet al mcs 
ations or relations they ſo formally tuned to the te mpo- 
rizing times fimplicitie,as they could make their ignoran- 
ces ſeeme much more,then al the true actors could by their 
experience. And thoſe with their great words deluded the 
world with ſuch trange promiſes as abuſed the bufineſle 
much worſe then the reſt, For the buſineſle being builded 
ypon the foundation of their fained experience, the plan=

der,and lightning happened,that with gre at daunger 
we eſcaped the vnmercifull raging of that ocean-like 
water. The next day ſearching thofe mhabitable lles 
(which we called Ruſlels Iles)to provide freſh water, 
thedefect whereof forced vs to follow the next Eat- 
terne channell which brought vs to the river wighco- 
comoco,the people at firſt with great furic, ſeemed to 


aſlault vs,yer atlaſt with ſongs , daunces, and much . 


mirth,became very tractable,but ſearching rheir habj- 
tations for water , wee could fill bur 3, andthar ſuch 
puddle,that never ti] then, wee ever knew the want of 
good water,we digged and fearched many places bug 
ere the end of rwo dates weewould haue refuſed ewo 
barricoes of gold for one of that puddle water of 
w:ghcocomoco. Being palt theſe Iles, falling with a high 
hnd vponthe maine wee found agreat pond of freſh 
water,but {o:exceeding hot,that we ſuppoſed it ſome 
bath:that place we called Pointployer , being thus re- 
freſhed incroffing over from the maine to other les, 
the wind and waters ſo-much increaſed with thunder, 


lightning,and raine,thar our fore-maſt blew overbord

So broad is the bay here,that we could ſcarſeperceiue 
the great high Cliffes on the other {ide yby them wee 
ancored that night,andcalled them Richards Cliffes.

a faire paire of ftagges hornes on her head ,and an or- 
cer skinne at her girdle,another at her arme, a quiver 
of arrowesatherbacke, and bow and arrowes im her 
hand, the next in her þid a ſword,another a club, ano- 
ther a pot-ſlick,allhornd'alike,the reſt every one with 
their ſeverall deviles. Theſe feindes with moſthelliſh 
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with the ſecond (apply in Virginia. 
eries,and ſhouts ruſhing from-amongſttherrees,'caft 
chemſelues in a ring about the fire,finging, and daun- 


cing with excellent ill varierie,oft falling into their in- 


fornall paſſions,and then ſolemnely againe to {ing,and 
daunce.Having ſpent necre an houre,jqthis maskara- 
dozas they entered;in like manner departedzhauing re 
accommodated themſelues , they Ch invited 
Smith to thcirlodging, butno ſooner was hee within 
the houſe, bur all theſeNimphes more tormented him 
then ever,with crowding,and preſſing , and hanging 


vpon him,moſtrediouſly crying, loue younotmee. 


This ſalutatiori ended, the feaſt was ſer, conſiſting of 
fruit in baskets,fiſh,8& fleſh in wooden platters, beans 
and peaſe there wanted not (for 20hogges) nor any 
Salvagedaintictheir invention conld deviſe ; ſome at- 
tending, others ſinging and dancing about them; this 
mirth andbanquetbeing ended, with firebrands / in-

Thenext day,came Powhatan; Smith delivered his C:ptain Smithe 
meſſage of the preſents ſent him, andredelivered him "*5*- 


N amontackdeliring himcometo his Father NV ew- 
port tOAcceprt thoſe preſents, andconclude their re- 
venge againſt the Monacans , wherevnto the ſubtile”

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But for any falt water beyond the mountaines , the re 
lations you hauc had from my people are falſe, wher- 
vpon he _ to draw plots vpon the grounc/ accor- 
ding to his diſcourſe Jofall thoſe regions; many other 
diſcourſes they had(yet both deſirous ro giue each 0- 
thercontent in Complementall courtefies ) ando 
Capraine Sm/threturned with this anſwer. 
Pow»atans Co Vponthis Captaine Newport ſent his preſents by

ſhor, himſelfe wear by land which is but 12 miles, 
where he met with our 3 barges to tianſpott him 0+ 
ver. All things being fit for theday of his coronation, 
the preſents were brought,his baſon,cwer,bed & fur- 
niture ſer vp,his ſcarlet cloake and apparel/(with much 
adoe)put on him (being perſwaded by Namontacke 
they would doc him no hurt. ) But a fowle crouble 
there was to make him kneele to receaue his crowne, 
he neither knowing the maieſtie, nor meaning ofa 
Crowne,nor bending of the knee, indured fo many 
perſwaſions,examples,and inſtruftions,as tired them 
all. Ar laſt by leaning hard on his ſhoulders , he alittle 
ſtooped, and Newport put the Crowne on his head. * 
When by the warning ofa piſtol, the boates were 
prepared with ſucha volly of ſhor, that the king ſtart 
vp ina horrible feare,till he ſee all was well, then rc» 
| membring himſelfe, ro congratulate their kindneſle, 
he gaue his old ſhoes and his mantle to Captain New- 
port, But perceiuing his purpoſe was to difcoverthe , 
Monacans , heelaboured to diverthis reſolution refu 
ſing to lend him either men,or guids, more then Na- 
$ montack,and ſo(after ſome complementall kindnelle 
ON-

' Newport with aheape of wheat cares, that mightc6- 
tain ſome 7 or 8buthels,& as much more we boughe 
ready dreſſed in the rowne,wherewith we returned to 
the fort.

The ſhip having disburdened her ſelfe of 7o per 
ſons,with the firſt gentlewoman,and woman ſervant 
that arrived in our Colony;Capraine Newport with al 
the Councell,and 120c!:ofen men, fert forward for the 
diſcovery of Honacan , leauing the Preſidentatthe 
fort with 80.(ſuch as they were)to relade the ſhippe. 
Arriving at the faJles,we marchedby land ſome forty 
myles in 2 daies and a halfe,and ſo returned downe to 
the ſame path we went. Two townes wee diſcovered 
of the Monacansthe people neither viing vs well nor 
ill,yet for our ſecuritie wee rooke one of their pettie 
werowances , and lead him bound,to condu@ vs the 
way. And in our returne ſearched many places wee 
ſuppoſed mynes,about which we ſpent ſome time in 
refining,having onewilham - allicut arefiner fitted for 
that purpoſe, from that cruſt of earth wee digged hee 
perſiwaded vs to belecue he extracted ſome ſmal quan 
titic of filver(andnot vnlikely better ſtuffe might bee 
had for the digging ) with this pooretrial being con- 
rented co leaue this faire,fertill,well watred countrie.

that was certaine of wages for his labour , and ever 
well vſed, both he and his countrimen. that the Preft-

Whilſt we expected the commingtn ofthe conn- 
trie,we wrangled out of the king 10 quarters of corne 
for a copperkettle,the which the Preſident perceived 
him much to effe&, valued it ata much greater rate, 
bur (in regard of his ſcarcety)hee would accept of as 
much merethe next yearc,or elfe thecountry'of 37- 


 nacan,the king exccedinglberall of that hoe had nor 


yeelded him Aonen, Wherewirheachſceming well 

contented ; Powhatan began to expoſtulate thediffe- 

rence betwixt peace and war,afterthis manner. 
Captaine Smith you may vnderſtand, that I,hauing

Countrie.Butnow I am 01d, & erelong muſtdie , my 
brethren,namely Ooichapam, Opechankanoueh , and Ke- 
kataugh,my wo fifters, and their two daughters, are 
diſtin&ly cach others ſiiccefſours, I wiſh their expe: 
riencesno lefle then mine, and your loue to them ,no 
lefſe then mine ro you;bur this brute from Nanſamad 
that you are come to deſtroy iy Countrie, ſo much 
affrightethall my people, as they dare not viſityouz 
what will itavaile yon,to take that perforce,you may 
quietly haue with loue , or to deſtroy them that pro- 
vide you food?what can you getoy war,when we can 
hide our proviſion and flieto the woodes , whereby 
you muſt famiſh by wronging vs your friends; & whie 
are yourthus icalous of our loues, ſeeing vs vnarmed, 
and both doe,& are willing ſtill co feed you with that 
you cannor get but by our labours? think you I am ſo 
fimple not toknowe,it is better to eate good meate, 
lie well, andleepe quierly with my women &childre, 
langh and be merriewith you,hauecopper,hatchetrs, 
or what I want, being your friend; then bee forced to 
flic from al,to lie cold in the woods,feedvpon acorns 
roots,and ſich traſh , md beſo hunted by you, that I 
canneuher reſt,cat,nor{leepe; bur my tired men muſt 
watch, andifarwig but breake,everie one crie there 
comes Capraine Sth then muſt*] flie Iknowenot 
whether,and thus with miſerable feare end my miſe- 
rablclife;Jeauing my pleaſures to ſuch youths as you, 
which through your raſh vnadviſedneffe,may quickly 
15 miſerably ende , for want of that you neverknowe 
10w to find?Lert this therefore allure you of ourloues 
ndeverie yeare our friendly trade ſhall furniſh you 
with 
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with corne, & now alſo. if you would come in friend- 
ly manner to {ce vs,and not thus with your gunnes & 
Wl fivords,as to invade your foes. To this fubril diſcourſe 
the Preſtdent thus replied. 

Seeing you will not rightly coceaue of our words, 
wee ſtriue ro make you knowe our thoughts by our 
deeds. The vow I made you of my loue, both my ſelfe 
4. and my men hauekepr, as for your promiſe tinde it 

| everiedaie violated,by ſome of your ſubieCts, yet wee 
finding your loue and kindnefle (our cuſtome is ſo far 
from being vngratefull)that for your ſake only , wee 
hauecurbedour thirſting deſire of revenge , elſe had 
they knowne as wel the crueltie we vie to our enimics 
as Our true loue andcurtefie to our friendes. And J 
t2inke your tudgement ſufficient to conceiue as well 
by the adventures weghaue vndertaken, as bythe ad- 
yantage we haueby our armes of yours : that had wee 
intended you anic hurt,long erethis wee coulde haue 
effected it;your people coming tomeat /ames towne, 
are entertained with their bowes and arrowes with 
out exception;we eſteeming it with you ,as it is with 
vs,to weare our armes as our apparell. As for the di 
ers of our enimies,in ſuch warres conſiſt our chiefeſt 
pleaſure,foryour riches we have no vſe , as for the hi- 
. ding your proviſion, or by your flying to the woods, 
we ſhall ſo vnadviſedly ſtarue as you conclude, your 
friendly care in that behalfe isneedleſle; for we haue a 
rule to finde beyond your knowledge. 
Manie other diſcourſes they had til at laſt rhey bee 
gan to trade,bur the king ſeing his will wouldnot bee 


admitted as a lawe, our gard diſperſed ,nor our vg 
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with the ſerond ſupply in Virginia. 
difarmed,he(ſighing) breathed his mind, once more 
in this manner, 

Capraine Smrth,I never vied anie of werowances,fo 
kindlie as your ſelfe ; yet from you ] receaue the leaſt 


kindneſle of anic.CCaptaine Newport gaue me ſwords, baue them unar

ar my fcer(or do) what I defire,but onelie you,of who

2rt you call father,and ſo you call me,bur } ſee for all 
vs >oth,you will doe what you liſt,and wee muſt both 
ſeeke to content you: but if you intend fo friendlie as 
you ſaie, ſende hence your armes that J may beleeue 
you,foryou ſeethe loue ] beare you, doth cauſe mee 
thus nakedlic forget my ſelfe. 

Smithfeeing this Salvage but trifled che time to cut 
his throat: procured the Salvages to breakethe ice,

vice they ſhould line with Powhatan as his chiefe affe- 
Red:free from thoſe milcries thar would happen the 
Colony. Samuel their other conſort, Powbatan kept 
for their pledye,whoſe diligence had provided them, 
300.0f their kinde of hatchets,the reſt. 50. ſwords, 8, 
peeces,and 8.pikes: Brinton, & Richard Salvage ſecing 
the Datch-men fo ſtrangly diligent to accommodare 
the Salvages theſe weapons attempted to haue got 
to 1:-mes Towne, but they were apprehended; within 
2.0r 3.dates we arrived at Pamavunke: the king as many 
daies,cntertained vs with feafting and munch mirth: & 
the day he appointed1o begin our trade,the Preſider,

This was to draw him without the 
dore where the preſent was garded with (arthe leaſt 
200 men and 3o lying vnder a _ tree ( thatlay 
thwart as a Barricado) each his Arrow nocked ready 
to ſhoot;ſome the Prefident commanded to go & ſee 
what kinde of deceit this was,7and to receine the pre- 
ſent,but they refuſed todoirt yer divers offered whom

to the banke;which the Salvages no ſooner perceived: 
bur away they fl-d,citceming their: heeles- for their 
beſt advantage. | 
Tharnight we ſent to the fort 14* Craſhaw and 34 
Foard,who (inthe mid-way betweene werawocomoco 
and the fort)mer 4 or 5.of the Dutch-mens confede- 
rates going to Powhatan the which / ro excuſe thoſe 
gentlemens Suſpition of rhceir runningto rhe Salva« 
gesreturned to the fort and there continued, 
The Sal-ages hearing our barge depart in the nighe 
were lo terribhe afeaide, that weſent for more men; 


' (we having ſo much threatned their ruine, and the ra- 


ſing of their houles,boats,and canowes)that the next 
day thc king , ſent cur Captaine achaine of pearlero 
alter his purpoſezand ſtay bis men,promifing(though 
they wanted themſelues)to fraught our ſhip,& bring 
it abord to avaid ſuſpition,. ſo that 5 or-g daies after, 
I | from 
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from al parts of the countrie within 10 or 12 miles,in 
theextreamecold froſt, and ſnow, they brought vs 
proviſion on their naked backes. 

Yet notwithſtanding this kindneſle and trade; had 
their art and poiſon bin ſufhcient , the Prefident with 
The Preſiden: 24" Peſt and ſome others had been poyloned: it made i 
 Poyjoned, theſicke,but expelledit (elſe; werutranow a ſtout yong | 
45s foo 9 fellow, knowing hee was ſuſpeCted for bringing this | 
bei 3s prefent ofpoiſon, with 4o or 50. of his choice com- 
| panions (ſeeing the Preſident but with afew men ar 
| Potauncat--)ſo prowdlie bravedit, as though he ex- 
: | pected to incounterarevengez which the Preſident 
RG the midſt of his companiedid not onlie 
cat,bur ſpurned him likea dogge, as ſcorning to doe 
him anie worſe miſchiete;wherevpon all of them fled 
into the woods, thinking they had done a great mar- 
ter,to haneſo well eſcaped; and the townſmen remai- 
ning.,preſentlie fraughted our barge,'to bee rid of our 
companies,framing manie excuſes to excuſe weentta- 
mow(being ſon to their chiefe king but Powhatar) and 
told vsif we would ſhew them him that brought the 
poyſon;they would deliverhim to vs to puniſh as wee 
pleaſed. 
Men maiethinke it ſtrange there ſhouldbethis ſtir 
joralittle corne, but had itbeen gold with more caſe 
; ' wemight have gor it; & had it wanted, the whole co]. 
| lonic had ſtarved, We maie be thought verie patient, 
to indure all thoſc injuries; yet onlie with fearing the, 
we got whatthey had, Whereas if we had taken re- | 
venge,thEby theirloſſe we ſhould haucloſt our ſelus, 
We ſearched alſo the countries of Toughtanund and 
AMat- 
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Aattapamient,where the people imparted that little . | 
they had,with ſuch complaints and tears from wome RR 
and children;as he had bin too cruell to be a Chriſtian 
that would not haue bin ſatisfied, and moved withco- 
paſſion.Bur had this happened in Oftober, Noveber, 
and December,when that vnhappie diſcoveric of 470 
nacan was made , we might -haue fraughted a ſhip of 
40 tuns,and twice as much might haue bin had; from 
che rivers of Toppahannock, Patawomeck,& Pawtuxunt. 
The maine occaſion of our temporizing with the Sal 
vages was to part friends,(as we did) to giue the leſle 
cauſe of [uſpitio to Powhatan to fly;by whom we now 
returned,with a purpoſe, to haue ſurpriſed him 8& his 
provilion,for effefting whereof , (when we camea- 
gainſt the rowne)the Prefident ſent 24*® wiffinand 217 
Coe, aſhore to diſcover-and make watie for his inten 
ded proieCt.Burt they foiid that thoſe damned Dutch- 
men had cauſed Powhatan to abandon his new houſe, 
and werawocomoco, and to carrie awaie all his corne & 
proviſionzand the people,they found(by their means 
{o ill aff. Cted, thathad they not ſtood well vpon their 
guard,they had hardlie eſcaped withtheirliues . So 
the Preſident finding his intention thus fruſtrated, 8& 
that there was nothing now to be had,and therefore 
an voir time to revenge their abuſes , helde on his 
courſe for lxmes Towne;we having in this Iornie {for 
25! of copper 50l of Iron and beads) kept gomen 6. . 
weekes,and dailie feaſted with bread.corne,fleſh fiſh, 
and fowle,everie man having forhis reward (fandin 
conſideration of his commodities) a months proviſt- 
©n;(no trade being allowed but for the Gs” 
(we 
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delivered at Iames Townetothe Cape-Marchane 
279 buſhels ofcorne. 

Thoſe temporall proceedings to ſome maie ſeeme 
too charitable;to ſuch a dailiedaringtrecherous peo- 
ple: to others vnpleaſant that we waſhed not the 
ground with their blouds,nor ſhewed ſuch ſtrange in 
ventions;in mangling,murdering,ranſsking', and de- 
ſtroying,(as did the Spaniards) the ſim odice of 
thoſe ignorant ſoules;nor delightfulbecauſe nor ſtuf- 
fed with relations of heaps,and mines of gold and (il- 
ver,nor ſuch rare commodities as the Portugals and 
Spaniards found inthe Eaſt & Weſt Indies. The wit 
wherof hath begot vs(that were the firſt vndertakers) 
no leſſe ſcorne and contempt, then their noble con. 
queſts & valiant adventures(beautified with ir) praiſe 
and honor. Too much I confeſle the world cannot at- 
tribute to their ever memorable merit. And to cleare 
vs from the worlds blind ignorant cenſure, theſe fewe 
words may ſuffiſe to any reaſonably vnderſtanding, 

It was the Spaniards good hap to happen in thoſe 
parts,where were infinitenumbers of people, whoe 
had manured the ground withthat providence, that ir 
afforded victuallar all times : andtime had brought 
chemo thar perfeCion;they had the vic of gold and 
filver,and the moſt of ſuch commodities,as their coil- 
tries afforded;ſo that what the Spaniard got, was on- 
ly the ſpoile and pillage of thoſe countrie people,and 
notthelabours of their owne hands, Burt had thoſe 
fruicfull Countries,beene as Salvage as barbarous,as 
ill peopled as little planted, Iabourcd andmanured as 
Firginiagtheir proper labours (it is likely) would haue 

pe” 
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produced as ſmall profit as ours. But had Yirgin;abin 
peopled,planted, manured, and adorned, with ſuch 
ſtore of pretious Tewels,&rich commodities, as was 
the Indies:then had we not gotten, and done as much 
as by their examples might bee expeted from vs,the 
world might chen haue traduced vs and our merits, 8 
hauc made ſhame and infamy our recompence and 
reward. | 

But wechanced in alande |, even as God made ir. 
Where we found only an idle, improvident,ſcattered 
people;ignorant of the knowledge of gold , or ſilver, 
or any commodities; &careleſle of any thing bur fr6 
hand to mouth,burt for bablcs ofno worth; nothing 
to encourage vs, but what accidentally wee found na - 
ture afforded, VWhichere weecould bring to recom« 
pence eur paines,defray our charges ,and fatisfic our 
adventurers,we wereto diicover the country , ſubdue 
the people,bring them to be traQable,civil, and indu- 
firious,and teach them trades, that the fruits of their 
labours might make vs recompence,or plant ſuch co- 
lonies of our owne that muſt firſt make proviſio how 
to live of themſclues,cre they can bring to perfeion 
the commodities of thecouatrie,which doubtles will 
be as commodious for England,as the weſt Indies for 
Spaine,ifir be rightly managed ; notwithſtanding all 
our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contra» 
rie,as formerly ſuch ke haue done,againſt the Spani- 
ards and Porcugals.Bur to conclude, againſt allrumor 
of opinion,l only ſay this,for thoſe that the three firſt 
yeares began this plantation,notwithſtanding al their 
fations,mutenies,and miſeries,fo gently —— 

L a 
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and well prevented )pervſc the Spaniſh Decades, the 
relations of A,Hackl{ut,and tell mee how many ever 
with ſuch ſmal meanes, as a barge of 2 Tunnes;lome + 
tines wit!17.8,9,0r but at moſt 15 men did ever diſco- 
ver ſo many faire and navigablerivers ; ſubic& ſo ma- 
ny ſeverall kings, people,and nations,to obedience,& 
contribu:i0n with fo lictle bloud ſhed. 
Andifin the ſearch of choſe Countries, wee had 
| hapned where wealth had beene, we had as ſurely had 
it,as obedience and contribution, bur if wee haue 0- 
verskipped it,we will not envy them that ſhall chance 
to finde it. Yet can wee not but lament, it was our ill 
fortunes to end, when wee had but only learned how 
- to begin, and found the right courſe how to proceed, 
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How the Sal vages became_> ſubiect to 
. the_Eneliſh. 


5 Hen the ſhippes departed, al the 
5 proviſion of the ſtore ( but that 
the Preſident had gotten)was fo 
” rotten with the laſt ſomers rain, 
9 andcaten with rats,and wormes, 
as the hogs would icarſcly eat it, 
y yetit was the ſouldiers dier , till 
Our returnes : ſo that wee found 
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with the ſecond ſupply in Virgins, 
nothing done, but viftuall ſpent, and the moſt part of 
our tooles,and a good part of our armes convayed to 
the Salvages.But now, caſting vp the ſtore, & finding 
y ſyfficient till che next harveſt,the feare of ſtarving was 

| abandoned;and the company divided into tennes, fif- 
reenes,oras the buſineſle required. 4 houres each day 
was ſpent in worke,the reſt in paſtimes and merry ex- 
erciſe;but the vntowardneſle of the greateſt number, 
cauſed the Preſident to make a generall aflembly, and 
then he adviſed them as followeth, 

Countrimen,the long experience of our late miſe- The Preſidente 
rics , Thopcis ſufficient ro perſwade every oneto a — 
preſent correion of himlelfe; and thinke not that ei- = 
ther my pains,or the adveErurers purſes, will ever main- 
rainc you in id!enefle and floth ; I fſpeake not this to 
youall,for diverſe of you I know deſerue both honor 
and reward,better then is yet here to bee had:bur the 
greater part muſt be more induſtrious,or ſtarue,how- 
focver you have binheretofore tolerated by the au- 
thoritic of the Councell from that I hane often com- 
| manded you, yet ſecing nowethe authoritie reſteth 
: wholly in my ſelfe;you muſt obay this for a law , that 
he that will not worke ſhall nor cate ( excepr by ſick- 
neſſe he be difabled)for the labours of 30.or gohonelt 


p and induſtrious men.,ſhall not bee conſumed to main- 
C eainc 150 idle varlets, Now though you preſume the 
| 3 autho1itichere isbuta ſhaddow , and thar I dare not 
ww couch the lines of any,but my own muſt anſwer it;the 
yi letters patents each week (hall be read you,whoſe co- 
& 8 tents will tell you the cotrary. I would wiſh you there-" 
1 fore without contemprſecke to obſcrue theſe orders 
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{et downe:for there are nowe,no-more Councells to 
protect you,nor curbe my indeauors , Therefore hee 
that offender: let him afluredly expe& his due puniſh 
ment, Hee made alſo atable as a publike memoriall of 
every mans delerts,to encourage the good, and with 
ſhawe ro ſpurne on the reſt ro- amendment. By this 
many becaine very induſtrious, yet more by ſevere 
puniſhment pertormed-heir bufineſle; for all were ſo 
rasked,char there was no excuſe could prevaile ro de- 
cciuehim,yer the Dutchmens conforts lo cloſely till 
convaid powder,thot,ſwords,and tooles,that though 
we-could ftnd the defect, we could nor find by whom 
ie was occaſtoned,rill it was too late. 

All this time the Durchmen remaining with: Pow- 
hefln,reccived them, inſtructing the Salvages their 
vic. But their conſorts not following them as they ex 
pected, { to knowe the cauſe , they ſent Francis their 
companion(aſtout young fellow) diſguifed Salvage 
like)to the glaſſe-houlſe,/a place inthe woods neerea 
mylefgom 12me5 Towne )where was the randavus for 


all rheirvnſaſpected villany,qo men they procured of | 


Powhatan tolic in Ambufcadoe for Capraine Smerth, 
who no ſooner heard ofthis Dutchman , bur hee fenr 
to apprehend nim,who folid he was gon,yer tocrofle 
his returne to Powhitan, Captaine Smith preſent!y dif- 


patched 20 ſhotafter him,and then returning bur f:6 


the glaſſe:houſe atone; hee incountred the king of Pa/- - 


pabeigha moſt ſtrong ſtour Salvage ,whoſe perſwaſli- 
onsnot being able to perſwade him ro his ambuſh, ſee 
ing him only armed but with a fauchion,attempted to 


* kaueſbothim but the Preſident preventedhis ſhog 


by 
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by grapling with him,and the Salvage as well preven- 


ted him for drawing his fauchion, and perforcebore 
him into the river to hane drowned him ; long they 
ſtruggled inthe water, from whence the king percet- 
ving tivo of the Poles vpon the fandes would haue 


fled;but the Preftdent held him by the haire & throat, takerh 
tilthePolcs camein ; thenſecing howepirtifully the weking of Paſ 


poore Salvage begged his life , they condudted hiny?abtig/ er 


priſoner to the fort, The Dutchman ere long was alſo 
brought in,whoſe villany, though all this time it was 
ſuſpected,yet he fained ſuch a formall excuſe, that for 
want of language , wi» had notrightly vnderſtood 
them , and for their dealings with Powhatan, that to 
ſaue theirliues they © were conſtrained to accommo- 
date 1:is armes,of whomehe extreamely complained 
to haue detained them perforce; and rhathee made 
this eſcape with the hazard of his life , and meant nor 
to haue returned,burt ouly walked in the woods to ga- 


ther walenuts:yet forall this faire rale-( therewas ſo 


ſmal appearance of truth )hee went by the heeles; the 
king alſo he purtin ferters; purpoſingto-regainethe 
Ducch-men, by the ſaving his life; the poore Salvage 
did his beſt,by his daily-meſſengers ro Powhatan , bur 
all returned tharthe Dutchmen wouldnotreturne, 
neither did Powhatan ſtay rhem , and bring them fiftie 
myles on their backes they were not able ; daily this 
kings wiues children , and people, came to vilithim 
with preſents ,which heeliberally beſtowed ro make 
his peace, much truſtthey had.in thePreſidentspro- 
miſe but the king finding his gard negligent {thou elt 
fettered)yereſcaped; Caprainezyzz thinking to pur: 
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ſuchim,fouad ſuch troopes of Salvages to hinder his 
paſſages ,. agthey exchanged many volics of (hot for 
flights ofarrowes.Captaine Smith hearing of this, in 
returning to the fort tooke two Salvages priſoners, 
the one called Kempsthe other Kinſock ,the two not 
exact villaines in the countrie ; with thoſe, Captaine 
71n,and 5o.choſen men attempred that night to haue 


regained the king,and revenged his iniurie/and ſo had 


done if he had followed his directions, or bin adviſed: 


by thoſe two villaines,that would hauc bercaied both 
their king and kindred for apeece of copper , but hee 
trifling away the night, the Salvages the next morning 
by theriſing of the ſunne, braved him come a ſhore to 
fight,a goodtime both fides let flic at other, but wee 
heard of no hurt,only they tooke two Canows,burnr 
the kings houſe and fo returned. 

The Preſident fearing thoſe bravadoes , would but

ny made priſoners ;z burut their houſes , tooke their 
boats with all their fiſhing weares , and planted thein 
at /ames Towne for his owne vie; and nowe reſolved 
not to ceaſe till he had revenged himſclte vpon al that 
had injured him , but in his tourney paſſing by Paſþa- 
heigh towards Chickahamine , the Salvages did their 
beſt ro draw him to their ambuſcadoes;bur ſeeing him 
regardlefly paſſe their Countrey,allſhewed the(clues 
in their braveſt manner,to rrie their valours , he could 


not but lerflie, and ere he could land, the Salvages no. 


ſooner knewe him,burt they threw downe their armes 

and deſired peace;their Orator was a ſtout young mi 
| 
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called Ocanindge , whoſe worthie diſcourſe deſerveth 
to be rememb!: edzand this it was. 

Capraine Smith , my maſter is here preſent in this 
company thinking it Captaine iz, andnotyouzand 
of him hee intended to haue beene revenged , having 
never offended him: ithee haue offended you in eſca- 
ping your impriſonment; the fiſhes ſwim,the fowles 
f:c, and the very beaſtes ſtrive co eſcape the ſnare and 
liuc;them blame not him being a mans, hee would en- 
treat you remeEber,your being a priſoner, what paines 
he tooke to ſaue your lifezif ſince he hath injured you 
he was compelled to it, but howſloever, you hanere- 
venged it with our too-great Joſſe,we perceiue'& wel! 
knowe you intend to deſtroy vs, thatarehereto-in- 
treat anddeſire your friend{hip,and to-enioy our hou- 
ſes and plant our fields, of whoſe fruit you ſhall parti- 
> cipate, otherwiſe you will haue the worſtby our ab- 
ſcnce,for we can plant any where, though with more 
hbour,and we know you cannot liueif you want our 
harveſt, and that relicfe wce bring you 3 if you promiſe 
vs peace we will beleene you,it you proceed in reveg, 
we will abandon the Countrie. Vpon theſe tearmes 
the Preſident promiſed them peace ,till they did vs in- 
turic,vpon condition they ſhould bring in proviſion, 
ſo all departed good friends, 8 fo continued till Smith 
tcttthe Countrie, 

Ariving at /ames Towne, complaint was made to: 


the Preſtdent that the Chrickahaminros,avho al this while | 
thered at Iames 
Towne, and 
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continued trade, and ſeemed our friendes, by colour 
thereof were the only theeues -, and amongſt other 
thi1c's,a piſtol being ſtolne,and the theete fled, there

Salvage inthe dungeon, ſent him vitualland fome 
charcole for fire; ere midnight his brother returned

pittiouſly burnt, that wee found him dead, the other 
moſt lamentably bewailed his death, and broke forth 


in ſuch birter agonies, that the Preſider (to quiethim) 


told him thatif herafter they would nor ſteal. he wold 
make him aliuc againe , but little thought hee could 


| berecovered,yer/(we doing our beſt with aquavira & 


vineger } itplcaſed Godto reſtore him agaieto life, 


 butſo drunke and affrighted that he ſeemed lunaticke, 


not vnderſtanding any thing hee ſpoke or heard, the 
which as much gricved and rormentedrhe other ,.as 
before to ſee him dead; of which maladie(vpon pro- 
miſe of their good behaviour atterward)thePreſident 
promiſedto recover him andſo cauſed him to be laid 
by afire ro ſleepe, who inthe morning (hauing well 
ſlept)had recovered his perfect ſenſes; andchen-being 
drefled of his burning, and each a peece of copper gt- 
ven them.they went away ſo well contented,that this 
was fpread amongſt alltheSalvages for a miracle;that 
' Captaine Smzthcould make a man altue that is dead; 


theſe and many other ſuch pretty accidents , ſo ama- 
zed andaffrighted both Powhatan and all his people 
- that fromal] parts with preſents they-defired peace

maunded nor thought of. And after that, thoſe that

the ſhips comming. VVe buwlc alfo a fort for a retreat, 
neare a convenient river vpon a high commanding 
hill,very hard to be afſaulted,and cafie to be defended, 
bur ere it was halfe finithed chis defe&t cauſed a ſtay;in 
ſearching our casked corne,wee fonnd it halte roiten, 
the reſt ſo conſumed with the many thouſand rats(in- 
creaſed firſt from the ſhips)that we knewe not how to 
keepe thar little wee had. This did drine vs all to our 
wits ende, for there wasnothing in the countrie bur 
whatnature afforded.vntill this time Keimps and Taf* 
ſore,were fetrered priſoners, and daily wrought , and 


taught vs how to order and plant our fields. Whome 


now (for want of victuall)we ſer at libertie,but fo wel 
were they vſed,that they little defired it;and to expreſs 


theirloues, for 16 daies continuance, the Countrie 


brought vs(when leaſt )100 a daie of {quirrils,Turkies, 
Dearc,and other wild beaſtes ; but this want of corne 
occaſioned the end of all our workes, it being worke 


ſufficient ro provide victuall. 60 or 80 with Enfigne * 


Laxon were ſent downe the river to liue vpon oyſters, 
& 20 with leiftenant Percte to trie for fiſhing ar point- 
comfort,but in 6 weekes,they wouldnot agree once 
to caſt out their net. 24" we with as many went vp 
to the falles,butnothing could bee found but a fewe 
berries and acornes;of that in the ſtore every one had 
rheir equall proportion. Till thispreſent (by the ha- 
zard and endeavour of ſome 3o or 40 ) this whole nit- 
ber had everbeen fed, Vee had more Sturgeon the! 


could. 


with the ſecond ſupply in Virgina, 
could be devoured by dogge and man; of which the in 
duſtrious,by drying and pownding , mingled with ca- 
viare,ſorrcl,and other wholſome hearbs. would make 
breadand good meatezothers would gather as much 
Tockwough roots 1n a day,as would make them bread a 
weeke,ſo that of choſe wilde fruites, fiſh and berries, 
theſe lived very well,(in regard of ſuch adiet)but ſuch 
was the moſt ſtrange condition of ſome 150,that had 
they not beene forced nolens volens perforce to ga- 
rher and prepare their victuall they would all haue ſtar 
ved,and haue eaten one another: of thoſe wild fruites 
the Salvagesoften brought vs : and for that the Prefi- 
dent would not fulfill the vnreaſonabledefire of thoſe 
diſtracted lubberly gluttons,to ſel], nor only our ket- 
eles,howes,tooles,and Iron,nay lwords,peeces, & the 
very ordenance,and houſes, might they haue prevai- 
led but to haue beene but idle, for thoſe ſalvage fruits 
they would haue imparted all to the Salyages, cſpeci- 
ally for one basket of corne they heard of, to beeat 
Powhatans,50 myles from our fort,though he bought 
neere halte of it to ſatisfie their humours , yetto haue

then the worſt of you; and all my Englith extraordi. 
narie proviſion that I haue,, you thallſee mee devide 
among theſick. Andthis Salvagetraſh, you fo {corn- 
fully repine ar, being pur in your monthes your ſto- 
macks can digeſt it , and thereforeIwilltake a courſe 
you ſhall provide it. The ſicke ſhal nor ſtarue, but e- 
qually ſhare of all our labours , andevery one that ga- 
thereth not every day as much as I doe, the nexr die 
ſhall be fer beyond the river,and forever bee baniſhed 
from the fort,and liue there or ſtarue.

ons more then wordes, and hated falſhood and couſ- 
nage worle then death: whoſe adventures were our, 
lines, and whoſe lofle ourdeathes, Leaving vsthus 
with 3 ſhips 7 boates,commodiries ready to trade,the 
harveſt newly gathered , 10 weckes proviſfionin the 
ſtore,490 and odde perſons 22,4 poeces of ordinances, 
300 muskers ſnaphanches, andfire lockes, ſhot, pow- 
der,and match fufficient,curats,pikes freakband mo» 
ryons more then men:the Salvages their language 8& 
habitations wel knowneto 100 well trained and ex- 
pert ſouldiers; nets for fiſhing,tooles of all ſortes to 
_ worke,apparell to ſupply our wants, 6 mares anda 
horſe,s or 600 {wine,ag many hens and chicken;ſome 
goates,fome lheep, —_— brought or bread there 
remained , but they regatded nothing but from hand 
to mouth,to conſume that we had,tooke care for no«

thing but to perfit ſome colourablecoplaints againſt 
Captaine Sith,for eftefting whereof, 3 weekes lon- 
ger they ſtayed the 6 ſhips til chey could produce the, 
rhat time and charge might much better have beene 
ſpenr,bur ir ſured well with the reſt of their diſcreari- 
ONS. 

Now all thoſe, Smith had either whipped , puniſh- 
ed,or any way diſgraced , had free power and liberty 
toſay or ſiveare any thing,and from a whole armefull 
of their examinations this was concluded, 

. Themuriners at the Falles, complained hee cauſed 
the Salvages allalt them , for that hee would nor re- 
venge their loſle,they being but 120,andhe 5 men and 
himſelfe,and this they provedby the oath of one hee 
had oft whipped for periuric and pilfering.The dutch- 
men that he had appointed to bee ſtabd for their trea 
cheries,fwore he ſent to poiſon them with rats baine, 
The prudent Councel,that he would not fubmithim- 
ſelfe ro-their ſtolne authoritie.Coe & Dyer, thar ſhould 
haue murdered him , were highly preferred for ſwea- 
ring,they heard one ſay,he heard Powhatan fay,thathe 
heard a man fay: if the king would notſend that corne 
he had,he ſhould not long enioy his|copper crowne, 
nor thofe robes he hadſenthim : yet thoſe alſo ſwore 
hee might haue had corne for tooles but would nor. 
The truth was,S»m7#th had no ſuch ingins asthe king 
demanded,norPowhatan any corne.| Yet this argued 
hewould ftarue them.Orhers complained hee would 
notletthem reſt in the fort (to ſtarue ) bur forced rhE 
to the oyſter bankes,to liue or ſtarue, as he lined him- 
ſlfe, For though hee had of his owne private proviF-

way to the weake and ſicke , cauſing the moſt vnto* 


ward ( by doing as hedid)to gather their food from 
the ynknowne parts of the rivers & woods , that t!1ey 
lived{though hardly)that otherwaies would haue ſtar 
ved,cre they would haue left theirbeds,or at moſt the 
fight of [zzes Towneto haue got their own victuall, 
Some propheticall ſpirit calculated hee had the Salva. 
ges in ſuch ſubiection,hee would haue made himſelfe 


aking,by marrying Pocthont es, Powhatans daughter. It Pocahontas

is rrue ſhe wasthe very nomparell of his kingdome,8& 
at moſtnot paſt 13 or 14 yeares of age, Very oft ſhee 
cancto our fort , with what ſhee could get for Cap- 
taine Smzth,that ever loved and vicd all the Countrie 
well,but her eſpecially he ever much reſpe&ed: & ſhe 
ſo well requitedit, that when her father intended to 
haueſurprized him, ſhee by ſtealth in the darkenight 
came through the wild woods and told him of it. But 
her marriage couldno way haue inticled him by any 
right to the kingdome, nor was it everſuſpeRed hee 
had ever ſuch a thought,or more regarded her,or any 
of them,the in honeſt reaſon,&diſcreation he might. 
Ifhe would he might haue married her, or haue done 
what him liſted. For there was none that could have 
hindred his determination, Some thatknewenotr any 
 thingto ſay,the Councel inſtruced.and adviſed whar 
to {weare.So diligent they werein this buſineſle, that 
what any could remember, hee had ever done,or ſaid 
in mirth,or paſſion, by ſome circumſtantiall oath , ic 
was applied to their fitteſt vſe,yet notpaſt8 or 9could 
"y much and that nothin s bur circumſtances, which

all men did knowe was moſt falſe and'vntrue, Many 
got their paſles by promiſing in Englandto ſay much 
againſt him. I haucipreſumed to fay/this much i his 
behalfe for that Fnever heard ſuch foule flaunders, fo 
certaine]y beleeued, and vrged for truthes by many a 
hundred, that doe ſtill not ſpare to ſpread them . tay 
them and-{weare them, th at I thinke doe ſcarſe know 
him though they meet him,nor haue they cther cauſe 
or reaſon,butrheir wills,or zeale to rumor or opini- 
on,For the honorable and better ſort of our Virgini- 
an adventurers I think they vnderſtad it as I haue wrie 
ic, For inſtead of accuſing him, I hane never heard any 
giuchim a betcer report , then many.of thoſe witnef. 
ſes themlſelues that were ſent only home to teſtific a- 
gainſt him.

When the ſhips departed C.Davy arivedina final 
Pinnace with ſome 16 proper men more ,. tothoſc 
were added a company from /ames Towne vnder the 
command of Capraine Rat/iffero inhabit Point-com. 
fort, Martin and MF weft hauing loſttheir boates, and 
ncerehhalfe their. men amongſt the Salvages,were re- 
turned to /aecs Towne, for the Salvages no ſooner 
vnderſtood of Caprtaine Sm#ths lofle, but they all re- 
volted,and did murder & ſpoile all they could incoun- 


reſt had conſumed their proportions, And now have 
we 20 Preſidents with all theic appurtenances,for 14* 
Per/ie was ſo ſicke he could not goenor ſtand, But ere 
all was conſumed, 1.zveft and Razliffe each with a pin. 
nacc,and 30 or 40 men wel appointed,lought abro-: 
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with the third ſupply in Virginia. 
to trade, how they'carried the buſinefle I knowe nor 


bur Ratliffe and his men were moſttlaine by Powhatan, 
*thoſe thar eſcaped returned neare ſtarved in the Pin- 


'*nace, And M eſt finding little better ſucceſle,ſer 


faile tor England. Now wee all found the want of 
Captaine Sm7th,yea his greateſtmalignerscon}d then 
. curſe hisloffſet Now for corne;proviſion,andcontri- 
bution from the Salvages; wee had nothing but mor- 
tall wounds with clubs and arrowes, As for our hogs, 
hens,goats,ſheep, horſe, or what lived, our comman- 
ders and officers did daily conſumethem,. fome ſmall 
proportions(fometimes )we taſted till all was devau- 
red.then ſwords,arrowes,peeces,orany thing wetra- 
ded to the Salvages,whoſe bloody fingers were fo im- 
brued in our bloods,that what by thetr-crueltie,, our 
Governours indiſcreation,and thelofle of our ſhips; 
Of 500, withia 6 monthes after there remained not 
many more then 60.moſt miſcrable and poore crex- 
tures.It were to vi!d to ſay what we endured; bur the 
occaſion was only our owne,for wans of providence, 
induſtrie,and governement , and not the barrenneſfle 
and defect of the countrie,as is generally ſuppoſed,foc 
till thenin 3 yeares (for the numbers were landed vs) 
we had never landed ſufficient proviſton for «months. 
ſuch a gluttronis theſea, and ſich good fellowes the 
marriners,wee as little raſted of thoſe great proporth 
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ons for their provifions,as they of ourmiſeries, that ovidenceso 


notwithſtanding ever {waid and overruled the buſt- 
neſſe:though we did live as is ſaid, '3 yeares chiefly of 


 wharthis good countrienaturally afforderh: yernow 


had we bcene in Paradice,it ſclte (with thoſc gover- 
QC 3 nours) 
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nours)it would nothauc beene much better with vs, 
yet was there ſome amongſt vs , who had they had 
the governement,would ſurely haue kept vs fro thoſe 


extremities ofmiſerics, that in 10 daies more would 4 


haue ſupplanted vs all by death, | 

But God that would not it ſhould bee vnplanted, 
ſent Sir Thomas Gates,and Sir George Sommers, with a 
150 men,moſt happily preſerved by the |Berordoes to 
preſeruevs.ſtrangeit is to ſay how miraculouſly they 
were preſerved,in aleakingſhip, in thoſe extreame 
Kormes and tempeſts in ſuch overgrowne ſeas 3 daies 
and 3 nights by bapling out water . And having give 
chemſclus to death, how happily when leaſt expeed

Sir George Somers, and 
Capraine Arga/he preſentlie diſpatcheth to require 
the Bermondas to furniſh them with provifion: Sir 
Thom Gates for England to helpe forward their ſup- 
plics:himſeltenegle&tednot the beſt was in his power 
for the furtherance of the bufines and regaining what 
was loſt.ButevE in the beginning of his proceedings, 
his Lordſh:had ſuch an incounter with a ſcurvy ſicke- 
neſſe,:hat made him vnabl= to weld the ſtare of his bo 
dy,much leſl- rhe affajres of the colonie, ſo that after 
8.monthes ſickneſle, he was forced to ſauc his life by 
his returne for England.

St George Somers all this time was ſuppoſedloſt:bur 
thus it hapned.mifling the Bermondas,hee fell alſo as 
did Leal with Segadabock , where being refreſhed, 
wouldnot content himſelfe with that repulſe, but-re- 
rurnedagaine intheſearch;and there ſafely arived.Bu 
overtoiling himſelfe on a ſurfeir died. And in this Ce- 
dar ſhip butlcby his owne direCtions , and partly with 
his owne hands,that had not inher any iron bur only 


one bolt in her keele,yer well endured thus toſſed ro 


and againe in'this mightie Ocean,til with his dead bo- 
ſhe arived in England at line,8 at irc harch in Dor.

The Lord governour himſelfedoth confidently de- 
termine to goe with thenext, oras preſently as hee 
may in his owne perſon,with ſundry other knights & 
gentlemen,with ſhips & men ſo farre astheir meanes 
will extend to furniſh : as for all their particular a&ti+ 
ons ſincethe recurne of G aptaine Smzth, for that they 
haue beene printed from rime to time , and publiſhed 
to the world, I ceaſe farther to trouble you with any 
repetition of things ſo well knowne, morethenare 
neceſſarie.To conclude the hiſtorie, leauing this aſſu. 
rance to all poſteritie, howe vnproſperouſly things 
may ſucceed, by what changes or chances ſoever,The 
action is honorable and worthie to bee approved, the 
defect whereof hath only beene in the managing the 
buſineſſe;which I hope now experience hath raughit 
them to amend,or thoſe examples may make others 
to beware, forthe land is as goodas this booke doth 
Tcport it.
